esample, at the New York post offlee, 
where from two to three tbonsiand bsgt 
ot mall matter are eommonly stored 
away in the basement. Formerly 
great damage was iLnn' l>y the rata- 
chlevons rodents, wlio chewed hole* 
In the aaeka, and Uioaght nothing of 
boring clear tiirongh baift of lettera In 
a night.

Each ofllciul postmaster 
In the larger cities is allowed from 
eight to forty dollars a year for the 
keep of hia feline ataff, tending hia es- 
mate for "cat meat" to Washington at 
the beginning of each qoarter.
